He set about to do something for the 
woman, but finding the case more 
than he could manage, telephoned to 
the Board of Health office. The am- 
bulance was sent out and the sick 
woman taken to the cholera hospital. 
She was in a very weak condition. Ac 
the hospital the Chinese physician 
left eome medicine and said he would 
"be around in the morning" to see 
bow bis patient was progressing. 


Although there were three new cases 


of cholera reported up to midnight 
last night, the situation may be said 
to bf)-mucb. improved during the past 
twenty-four hours. Those reported 
were all in the localities previously 
infected. One of the cases developed 
at the cholera hospital among those 
who had been placed in quarantine 
there and taken from premises where 
the disease made its appearance. 
The Committee of Ten held a meet- 


ing last night and 'discussed several 
important matters bearing on the 
question of Inspection. Additional in- 
structions will be given sub-inspectors 
as to minute investigation of all pre- 
mises at least once daily. 
Reports 
banded in last night showed the sani- 
tary condition of the city to be much 
better than formerly. 
In order to 


stamp out the disease, it has been 
found necessary to make a more com- 
plete investigation. All cases of sick- 
ness, no matter of what degree, will 
be reported to headquarters, with due 
recommendations. It is hoped this 
will have good effect. All the sub- 
inspectors have been working with a 
will, and no fault is found with their 
labors. 


A feeling of security pervades the 


community that the extent of disease 
has been reached, and, with a con- 
tinuance of the methods now em- 
ployed, the complete eradication of 
the dread monster will soon be over- 
come. 
Several well known citizens have 


ventured the opinion that it will yet 
become necessary to enforce a strict 
house quarantine and all hands join in 
imperative inspection duty. While 
this action is not thought to be abso- 
lutely necessary at the present, there 
will be no relaxation of the good work 
commenced and now being faithfully 
carried out. 


At the meeting of the Board of 


Health yesterday the question of 
changing the course of Nuuanu stream 
toward Iwilei from a point where it 
now empties Into the harbor, was dis- 
cussed at length, but no decision 
reached. The matter will receive fur- 
ther consideration at today's meeting. 


The relief stations Issued rations to 


a large number of applicants yester- 
day, with a notable decrease during 
tlie past twenty-four hours.

President Smith read the follow- 


ing report from the committee to 
which was referred the proposition 
of the trustees of the Planters' 
Labor and Supply Company on 
the matter of using the Pacific 
Mail as a quarantine wharf: 


The suggestions made by the trus- 


tees in regard to the use of the Pacific 
Mail wharf meets with their ap- 
proval. 
They are practical and will, 


if faithfully executed, meet the re- 
quirements of a proper quarantine. It 
will enable clean freight, handled by 
clean men, to be sent on clean vessels 
to the other islands, thus relieving 
the distress that may arise from lack 
of supplies. 


It rests with the Board to decide 


whether it shall abide by the arbi- 
trary rule it has hitherto followed of 
allowing only the absolute necessities 
of life to be shipped to the other isl- 
ands, or to expand but not to relax its 
policy so as to include other necessary 
and equally harmless articles of mer- 
chandise for shipment. 


It is the opinion of the committee 


founded upon the experiences of other 
countries and supported by the qasr- - 
sntine regulations of the United 
States that the cootaglum of cholera 
is not carried In new merchandise.- 
There is no instance on record of the 
disease being spread by this medium. 


The Board of Health 
would be 


neglecting its duty if it did not pro- 
vide a safe means of relieving the dis- 
tress that is sure to follow in certain 
districts if the epidemic lasts a consid- 
erable length of time. It has already 
endeavored to do so to a limited de- 
gree, but the suggestions of the trus- 
tees are more comprehensive and if 
strictly followed ought to satisfy any 
rational penon as to the absolute 
safety of the goods thus dealt with. 


The details of the plan have been 


carefully thought out and leave prac- 
tically nothing for the committee to 
add. 
Of course, it is understood that 


the ships that enter the harbor shall 
remain in strict quarantine, that the 
water of the bay shall be used for no 
purpose whatsoever. 


Following is the proposition to 


utilize tbe Pacific Mail dock and 
adjoining warehouses as a quaran- 
tine, freight and shipping depot as 
presented by W. M. Giffard 
at 


Tuesday's meeting of the Board of 
Health: 


1. Procure from Hackfeld & Co., the 


old Pacific Mail warehouse, board np 
each end of alley way between ware- 
house and dock. Open a gate between 
Ewa side of said dock and LlkeliKe 
wharf. 


2. Provide ventilation in the ware- 


house and erect bunks for say twenty- 
five or thirty native dock laborers, 
and provide earth closets at lower end 
of alley way. 


3. Fumigate tbe warehouse thor- 


oughly and disinfect the dock. 


f. Engage twenty-five or thirty na- 
tive dock laborers, together with one 
native stevedore, one reliable freight 
superintendent and two good shipping 
clerks. (The latter should be accus- 
tomed to handle freight on the docks.) 


5. Thoroughly bathe and disinfect 


the laborers and other employees, and 
fumigate all their clothing, bedding, 
etc.. before being placed on said quar- 
antined premises. 


6. Food supply to be such as may be 
allowed by the Health authorities, 
same to be delivered at the outer gate 
of said quarantined premises. 


7. Place upon guard, at the outer 
gate of said premises, two police or 
military guards, under strict orders to 
prevent contact with persons from the 
outside. 


8 The undersigned agents of regular 


packets bringing freight and provis- 
ions from the coast, will agree by and 
with the consent of the consignees of 
tbe freight, to use their best endeavors 
to communicate with vessels coming 
to their consignment, and provide for 
the discharge of all, or part of tbe pro- 
vUiona and plantation supplies on 
paid dock, prior to the vessel or crew 
having had communication with the

The cholera situation is improving;

This water was collected after the 


heavy rains of last week, when the 
stream was running full aud free.

1 shows that the stream is receiving 
sewage in its course and becoming 
polluted thereby.

Tickets signed by the agents and 
countersigned by one of the executive 
officers will be given to the heads of 
the different families. In this way it 
is assured there will be but one call 
from each family.

reported to headquarters tbat there 
was a dead cow in the vicinity of Ma- 
kiki reservoir. 


Yesterday morning some one whose 


English it was difficult to understand, 
telephoned to the Board of Health 
office the following words: "Cow died 
last night." The person who took the 
message thought the report was, 
"Cholera; died last night." 


Two doctors and the ambulance 


were dispatched to the place post 
haste. 
They were so disgusted at 


what they saw tbat they came home, 
each In a different direction. 


Day after day ladies at the depot of 


the Hawaiian Belief Society come 
upon experiences, some of which are 
gad enough to move the stoutest heart. 
A tall, slouching native man called at 
the ticket window close on to noon 
yesterday. He was asked if he desired 
a meal ticket. "No," said he. "Have 
you no place where 1 can eat?" 
This proceeding of the man was 


thought to be rather queer. Answer 
was made him that food was delivered 
to those who were in need, but there 
was no place furnished for people to 
eat their meals. The native walked 
away. In the course of half an hour 
or M) he returned, looking very sad. 
He had been walking about gazing in 
at the windows and acting altogether 
as a man in a very uncertain state of 
mind 
He went up to the ticket win- 


dow, and, laying one hand upon the 
sill, looked up into the face of the lady 
on duty. 
Something in tbe appear- 


ance of the man struck her very for- 
cibly 
She asked him if he desired 


anything. His answer came quickly, 
and with it an explanation of his 
situation 
He waa the husband of 


one of the cholera patients In the 
hospital. 
His child was there also. 
He had juwtcome from the hospital, 
where he had been told that his wife 
was in a very weak condition. 
He 


could uot bear to return to nls home 
in Kapalama, where everything was 
bleak and tiarp, and where no smiling 
face appeared to greet him on bin 
homecoming. That, was the reason he 
had asked 
If there wasn't a place 


where be couKl eat. He took the 
ticket which was offered him and 
walked slowly away. 


BRITISH IN JAMAICA. 


People of the Country Not Allowed 


Any Voioe in Government 


The statement made 
in this 


paper that the British refuse to 
allow the people of the island of 
Jamaica any voice in the govern- 
ment is denied by one of our con- 
temporaries, which declares that 
the "Legislature is said to have 
ambng its members of both houses 
more than 90 per cent, of what the 
Americans term colored blood." 


In 1566, says the British Cyclo- 


pedia of Jamaica, after the "Gor- 
don riote" the Constitution which 
had stood 200 years was swept 
away, with its Assembly of forty- 
seven members, and the govern- 
ment consisted of the Governor, 
ona Chamber kind eight officials, all 
Councillors ho-lding office at the 
royal will and pleasure. The An- 
nual Cjplopsedi^ of 1894 states that 
the 
Aseunbly' "is composed of 


eighteen nryau-ers, half of whom 
are elected by the people and half 
nominated by the Governor." The 
Privy Council is wholly independ- 
ent of the popular vote, and con- 
sists of officials nominated by the 
Crown. 


The judges of the high courts are 


nominated by the Croijn. As the 
people are not allowed to elect their 
Governor, and have no voice in the 
nomination of the Privy Council, 
and can elect only one-half of the 
Assembly, it seems that the island 
is entirely under British rule, and 
the people have no voice in the 
government. 


The statement made that "90 


per cent, of the members of both 
houses have colored blood in their 
veins" is not in accordance with 
the truth. This statement regard- 
ing the government of the island is 
also confirmed by Hazell's Annual 
of 1894 and the Statesmen's year 
book.

Some time ago there appeared in 


the columns of this paper an inter- 
esting article 
on 
"Politics 
in 


Tonga," by Professor W. D. Alex- 
ander, which was read before a 
meeting of the Hawaiian Mission 
Children's Society. Many allusions 
are made in it to Hawaii and cus- 
toms in vogue in the. islands of 
earlier days. Following is the con- 
clusion of the article: 


The Voyage From J^ljl- 


As before stated, Mr. Basil Thomson 


•was sent by Sir Jobn Thureton, High 
Commissioner of Western Polynesia, 
to be adviser of theTongau chiefs with 
a seat io their Privy Council, in Au- 
gust, 1890. 
The exiled Wesleyana who bad been 
sent for from the island of Koro, and 
loaded with presents by the sympa- 
thizing FJjians, sailed August 16tb on 
the steamer Pukaki for their native 
Tonga. It was an exciting scene. As 
the little steamer, dressed with nu- 
merous flags, swung off amid deafen- 
ing cheers given by the crowd on 
shore, she fired a salute. 
"As the 


echoes of the last discharge died away, 
the voices of the exiles were beard 
singing, 'Home, Sweet Home,' in 
their own language, and they contin- 
ued singing until they had passed 
through the white line of breakers, 
and the figures on the shore had 
melted away in a cloud of white 
draperies." 
On arriving in Tonga, however, 
.they were not received with any great 
demonstration of enthusiasm, and Mr. 
Thomson found the state of affairs far 
from satisfactory. 
Not a penny of 
taxes had been paid, and the people 
had been told by Baker's friends that 
his removal and the sending of Mr. 
Thomson were intended to prepare the 
way for annexation to England, the 
standing bugbear of every Tongan. 
The new Cabinet were accused of 
being willing to sell their country to 
England. 


The Toucan Cabinet. 


As to the personnel of the Cabinet, 


no change had been made in the De- 
partment of Finance, except the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Campbell as assist- 
ant to do the work of the Minister, 
Junia Maflleo. The Premier, George 
Tukuabo, one of the ablest young 
Chiefs of Tonga, was a lineal descend- 
ant of the ansclent Tui Kanakubolu, 
or civil beads of Tonga, an office simi- 
lar to that of the so-called Tycoon, or 
Shogun of Japan. His father, Tungi 
Kubu, the energetic Minister of Po- 
lice, a chief of the first rank, with his 
uncle Bateki, Auditor General, were 
also members of the Council. 


The highest personage in the King- 


dom, next to the King, by birth was 
Fatafebi, the lineal descendant of the 
ancient Tui Tonga or spiritual and 
semi divine head of Tonga. Even now 
It is tabu for any commoner to eat in 
his presence. 
He bad married the 
King's granddaughter, and his son has 
since become King of Tonga. 
"Although hedged by divinity, Fat- 


afehl hears bis honors with great ease 
and good humor." His tact and elo- 
quence were of the greatest service to 
the Administration. 


The Clerk of the Privy Council, one 
Mataka, was invaluable as a first-class 
shorthand reporter, and expert detect- 
ive, and a trustworthy confidant. 


The claims against the Government 
amounted to something over £6000, 
besides arrears of pay amounting to 
£8000, and, to meet these claims, there 
was £2000 in the treasury. 
How the Key of the Treasury was Lost. 


The pay of the civil servants had 


been fixed on the supposition that 
they should have time for the cultiva- 
tion of their food-gardens. The clerks 
had to attend their offices on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays, but were 
free on all other days of the week. 
The Minister of Finance was an expert 
at fishing with a hand net on the reef. 
Now it was his belief that his duty as 
Minister of Finance began and ended 
with the custody of the key of the 
safe, which was slung by a cord around 
his neck. One day, after a wonderful 
feat of agility in bagging a shoal of 
little fish, he felt at his neck for the 
precious key, 
and for hours he 


searched tor it in vain; and again, at 
low tide, made a farther unavailing 
search with bis servants. 
A week 
passed, during which the Minister of 
Finance daily scoured the reef at low 
tide, and the Premier's office was ran- 
sacked for a duplicate. Matters began 
to look serious. A month's salaries 
were due, and the creditors of the 
Government were becoming importu- 
nate. At last, in the corner of a drawer, 
a rusty key was found which, when 
oiled and cleaned, proved to be the 
duplicate.' 


The treasury was reopened and the 


news spread among the hungry cred- 
itors, who found a continuous stream 
to and from the building for two days 
before their claims could be satisfied. 


Mr. Thomson elsewhere states that 


"In the king's palace there is a throne 
room furnished like an Australian 
parlor, with Kidderminster carpets, 
ormula ornaments under glass shades, 
and crewel work mats on the tables, 
while In a bare room on the ground- 
floor the king sleeps on his mat spread 
on the boards, and eats bis yams from 
a single plate 
A cabinet minister 


may be seen sitting on the floor of bis 
well furnished offlre eating bis mid- 
day meal from a large dish with his 
fingers." 


The Voyac" to I,lfuka. 


To return to the Cabinet. 
After 


fully discussing the situntion, It was 
decided that Tukuaho, Patafehl and 


Mr. Thorns in should visit the aged 
king in Haapal. • while Kubu aud 
Bateki should make an electluutterlug 
tour through the out-lying groups of 
Vavau and the two Nluas to hold 
meetings and explain the state of 
affairs to the people 


On the 27th of August Futaiehi's 


schooner, the Malokula, was declared 
ready for sea and they embarked. 
"The vessel was crowded with old 
women, whose prostrate bodies ma 
the traverse of the deck .at night im- 
possible." 
Passing the active volcano of Tofua, 


which strongly resembles Btromboll, 
they anchored the neit day at Lifuka, 
a low coral island covered with grass 
and cocoanut palms to the water's 


The Kava Oremouy. 


On landing, they sent their Mata- 


bulf. or master of ceremonies with 
some Kava roots to announce their 
arrival. As in Fiji and Samoa, so in 
Tongo Kava, drinking Is a solemn cer- 
emony of state, with its strict rules ol 
etiquette, which have been banded 
down unchanged for centuries. A mal 
was then spread under the shade of 
some large trees and the Kava ring 
was formed, a large ellipse, with the 
king at one end and the great Kava 
bowl at the other. 
Fatafehl and 


Thomson were seated on the king's 
left, while other chiefs and Matabmes 
took tbeir places according to tbqir 
rank, and the "ignobilc vulgus1' sal 
outside at the 
farther end of the 


ellipse. Meanwhile, the Kava was 
pounded on a flat stone instead of be- 
ing chewed by women as formerly. 
During the ceremony not a word was 
spoken except the stereotyped formu- 
lae shouted back and forth between 
the master of ceremonies and the 
Kava makers, which have remained 
unchanged since 
Mariner's 
time, 


ninety years ago. 


When the root had been thoroughly 


pounded, it was mingled with water 
in tbe big bowl, and the liquor was 
strained through a mesh of fibers ol 
Aaubark until all tbe solid particles 
of tbe Kava root had been separated 
from it. Several cocoanut-shell cups 
were then filled with the beverage and 
carried to tbe chiefs present, in turn, 
according to strict rules of precedence, 
by the orders of the presiding Mata- 
bule. 


After the cups had made one round 


of the circle, the formality of tbe oc- 
casion was sufficiently relaxed to per- 
mit conversation. As soon as tbe sec- 
ond cups bad gone round, the old king 
roae, on which the Kava party dis- 
persed. 


Tbe next day Mr. Thomson present- 


ed his precious log of Fiji sandal wood 
to the king, and held bis first inter 
view, after which be was admitted to 
the Privy Council as a " Tangata 
Fahahinohino," i. e. expounder of tbe 
dark ways of the papalangi, or for- 
eigner. His colleagues held forth at 
the "6oto<w" in the church, and ad- 
dressed a meeting of the Goverment 
officials in tbe court bouse on tbe ne- 
cessity of collecting taxes. 


Fonos. 


On returning to Tongatabu they held 


a series of fonos on the same subject. 
Now, 
in Samoa a fono is a council of 


tbe heads of families or heads of vil- 
lages for discussing tbe interests of 
tbelr village or district. In Tonga, 
however, a fono is a compulsory meet- 
ing of the people to listen to the or- 
ders of some person in authority. 


Their first fono was held in Hlhifo, 
where several hundred taxpayers were 
assembled in a semi-circle, each with 
his cocoannt leaf to squat upon, while 
the Ministers harangued them from 
the veranda of the chiefs bouse. 
"Taxes," they said; "we must have 
taxea or terrible things will happen. 
Tonga will lose her independence for 
one thing, and tbe police will sell tbe 
property of defaulters for another.' 


At Mua 500 or 600 people were as- 


sembled under tbe shade of the his- 
torical banyan trees, under which 
Captain Cook had sat on the 17th of 
June, 1777. 


Here Thomson explained bow Mr. 


Baker had spent government money 
on cab hire in Auckland and on 
strong liquors. Mr. Watkin, the ally 
of Mr. Baker and bead of the Tongan 
State Church Conference, had been 
making incendiary speeches in Va- 
vau. Accordingly, he was given a 
warning letter from tbe British High 
Commissioner, and informed that be 
would be held responsible for tbe 
actions of bis subordinates. 


Philately as a Source of Revenue. 
As the taxes came in slowly, Mr. 


Thomson reported to a trick for rais- 
ing tbe wind which be confesses with 
proper shame. He decided to cbange 
the Tongan postage stamps. 
The 


change was affected for £40, while tbe 
sale of tbeir old stamps, thus en- 
hanced in value, brought in some £200 
or more. 


Other nations greater than Tonga 


have tried this expedient, but Mr. 
Thomson claims priority for his in- 
vention. 


A Vlilt to Vavau. 


The king after holding a great fono 
in Tongatabu, proceeded to Vavau to 
hasten the building of a church there. 


News came of renewed persecutions 


in the outlying Ninas, north of Va- 
vau, and of misconduct on the part of 
the governor of Vavau, Manase by 
name, a third rate chief and zealous 
persecutor of the Wesleyans. 


This led Mr. Thomson and three 


colleagues to visit that beautiful, 
romantic island, with its wealth of 
orange groves and wild precipices, 
and its vivacious, sociable people. 
Here the chief product is oranges, and 
next to them copra. 


Accompanied by Takuaho and Fata- 


fehl Mr. Thomson called on the obsti- 
nate old governor, and after tbe kava 
had been duly drunk, they gave him 
a seve/e lecture. 
Finau, the hereditary chief of Va- 


vau, 
although be held no government 


office, 
received 
the 
homage of 


all the people. Unfortunately he was 
a scapegrace, who "swore fluently in 
both English and German and had a 
cultivated taste for strong waters." 


Removal of the Varan Treasure. 


In spite of the 
lurking suspi- 


cion and discontent in Vavau, be- 
tween £2000 and £3000 In silver bad 
been 
paid 
in 
as 
taxes 
Tbe 


Vavau chiefs were all home rulers as 
far as money was coucerned, and 
strongly objected to the removal of 
this coin to the treasury at Tonga- 
tabu. 
Mr. Thomson therefore in- 


duced the king to hold a privy council 
at which a formal order was passed 
that the funds in the sub-treasury 
should be remlited to Nukualofa ac- 
cording to law. Armed with this 


order of the king in council, he pro- 
ceeded to have the money oouuied, 
| uud had It carried on board of the 
j steamer amid the 
reproaches and 


, murmurs of the bystanders. 


I 
frvparatluuft for 
FctrJInuoeiut 


ID order to encourage tbe payment 


of taxes, a uuinuer of delinquents 
were sued and tbeir proo*rty sold out 
at auction. 
"The malu, pots and 


gnatu (tapa) were knocked* down 
without much attempt being made to 
obtain the highest available price, 
and then aa many of the horses, fowls 
and pigs as could be caught were sold 
at an average price—for the horses 
and poultry at eighteen pence each, 
and for the pigs at fifteen or twenty 
times that amount." This energetic 
action of the Government had the de- 
sired effect on taxpayers and the 
financial sky began to clear up. 


The Cabinet now eave political din- 
ners nightly, at which whiskey and 
champagne took the place of kava. 
Meanwhile the budget was agreed up- 
on, and the new code based upon the 
existing law of Tonga and tbe Indian 
penal code, was drafted by Thomson 
and Tukuaho, end printed in Auck- 
land. Then came tbe elections for 
parliament which were held by ballot, 
instead of viva voce as under Mr. 
Baker's regime. A i delinquent tax- 
payers were debarre-' from voting, the 
vote cast was small,* .ad four Wesiey- 
ans were elected. 
' 


The Opening of Parliament. 


At length all was ready for parlia- 
ment. Tbe code was drafted, tbe new 
, uniforms had come from Sydney, and 
tbe wharf was piled high with sacks 
of provisions and cases of liquor for 
the parliamentary restaurant, which 
is an important institution in Tonga. 
Tbe opening ceremonies were similar 
to but less picturesque than those of 
Hawaii. "On the dais was tbe King's 
gilt chair, and beside it tbe royal 
crown, the heaviest in the world, re- 
clined upon its cushion, supported by 
a three-legged table. This crown was 
bought by Premier Baker from some 
merchants in Sydney, and bat for the 
verdigris in the flutings, might well 
pass for gold." There was a band and 
a guard of honor at the entrance, and 
tbe presence of the British High Com- 
missioner and of the officers of H. B. 
.M.'s S. Cordelia added distinction to 
the sceue within. 


When tbe first notes of the Tongan 
National Anthem were heard, all 
rose, and the old King, plainly clad 
and erect for all his ninety years, 
strode in, looking "every inch a 
King." The speech from the throne 
was read by his great-grandson, who 
has since succeeded him. 


The Tongan parliament is unica- 
meral, the Nobles sitting on the one 
side and the Commons on the other, 
numbering sixty-eight iff all, includ- 
ing tbe Cabinet, who have seats ex- 
offioio 
among the Nobles. On the 


whole, a high degree of decorum was 
maintained, tbe commoners being 
still very much in awe of their hered- 
itary chiefs. 


Parliamentary Baiih. 


Near the parliament bouse stood a 


long, white building (the counterpart 
of Arion hall), within which two long 
tables (one for the Lords and tbe other 
for the Commons) were set at noon 
each day, with tbe fat of the land. 
"The lords were allowed a glass of 
sherry and a glass of beer each; the 
Cabinet Ministers half a tumbler of 
rum in addttip.n,;.J,h« Commons hod to 
content themselves with beer only." 
A bevy of twenty Tongan damsels 
officiated as waitresses. 


During the session the friends of 
Havea, a chief of Haapai, applied for 
leave of absence for him, and it was 
"whispered that bis illness was nn- 
namable; that leprosy, the scourge of 
the Pacific, bad seized him." 
The 


request was granted, and Mr. Thom- 
son Improved tbe occasion by urging 
"the necessity of isolating infected 
persons in order to check tbe alarm- 
ing increase of the disease." • 


Fare veil Scene*. 


At length the revised Code was 


passed, after a fierce contest aver the 
Taxes bill; 
the Budget was also 
passed, and there was a sufficient bal- 
ance in tbe Treasury to meet all 
immediate liabilities. 
Tbefdkahino- 


hino, or expounder, felt thai he could 
now honorably retire and leave his 
colleagues to complete the work of the 
session. After receiving the thanks 
of tbe parliament, who afterward bad 
a set of silver plate presented to him, 
and taking leave of the grand old 
King, be was escorted to tbe steamer 
by tbe band and all tbe rtfembers of 
both houses. The last farewells were 
exchanged, the little steamer sped out 
into the great deep, and soon tbe nar- 
row strip of sand fringed with cocoa- 
nnt palms sank below the horizon, 
while "all the brief turmoil of Tonga 
and its turgid politics slid into a 
pleasant memory as unreal as the 
clouds that hung over the spot on the 
horizon where it had vanished."

at the outset. Every sub-inspec- 
tor should realize that he holds an 
all important key to the situation, 
and the time when the city shall 
be free from the present epidemic 
depends largely upon his constant 
and untiring attention to every de- 
tail that comes within his juris- 
diction.

New York sugar statisticians, Wil- 
lett & Gray, state that the Cuban 
sugar crops of last year was one of 
the largest ever made, 1,008,000 
tons having been already account- 
ed for fn the market with more to 
come. The coming crop is esti- 
mated at not over 600,000 toas and 
it is vt-ry doubtful if this ever 
reaches the market. 


Referring to the attitude of the

The Insurgents have now forbidden 


the grinding of cane if it is raised, and 
give good evidence of having the | 
power to enforce their edicts. We ] 
bave seen a copy of their manifesto to | 
planters signed by their commander- i 
in-chief, and it certainly is not sooth- 
ing to the feeling of a neutral looker- 
on in Cuba. It forbids the shipment 
of all products from plantations to any 
oity in Spanish control. It forbids 
the grinding of any cane of either 
this or the next crop, under penalty of 
the burning of the cane fields and 
plantation buildings; and wbat is 
more convincing, it says that any 
planter going contrary to this edict 
will be considered a traitor to the 
Cuban cause, and if caught will be 
tried by court martial and exe- 
cuted if found guilty. 
Under such 
pleasant 
prospects one planter of 


whom we know left three days' cane 
cutting in his field unground and will 
cut no more. Field work for the next 
crop is virtually abandoned with such 
prospects in sight, and the money for 
such work is not forthcoming. The 
cane, left to nature, will grow with 
the weeds and will contain some sugar, 
but how much of it will ever see the 
United States is a very problematical 
question. Under these conditions we 
mast consider the next sugar crop of 
Cuba as entirely in the control of the 
insurgents, and the sugar consuming 
world must anticipate from Cuba and 
the beet countries such a falling off in 
production as has not been known in 
years. 


people may be classed as "touchy." 
No one questions the right of the 
Portuguese to come within the fold 
of "whites" or "Europeans"; no 
one questions the intelligence of 
the race, the good character of the 
immigrants to this country, or the

NO DIRT, NO CHOLERA. 


DR. EDWAKD MCGLYNN has writ- 


ten an article for Donahue's Maga- 
zine recently which indicates that 
his opinions have not changed par- 
ticularly, notwithstanding his ex- 
communication from the Catholic 
Church. In the article referred to 
he discusses the methods of accu- 
mulating large fortunes and raising 
the standard of the working people. 
Dr. McGlynn believes that it is 
possible for men to make honestly, 
as the world holds business honesty 
at present, fortunes such as the 
Vanderbilts possess, which run into 
the hundreds of millions. " It is 
not that these people are dishonest 
that their fortunes grow, but that 
the leaders of the people are either 
ignorant or indifferent in watching 
the channels through which wealth 
flows from the individual laborer 
into the common treasury. It is 
the machinery of distribution that 
is at fault." Dr. McGlynn certainly 
deals very kindly with the Vander- 
bilt class and allows the expression 
" as the world 
holds 
business 


honesty," 
cover a multitude of 


sins. The root of all difficulties 
and inequalities in social condi- 
tions, the cause of large fortunes 
and low wages is said to rest in 
the common indifference to the 
three necessities of social and civil- 
ized life. 
" Before we can raise 


wages permanently, and make the 
Vanderbilt and the Carnegie for- 
tunes as impossible a^ they are un- 
necessary, we must learn how to 
keep the 
natural bounties, the 


means of exchange, and the me- 
dium of exchange free from the 
speculator's tax, hia interference, 
his tyranny." 


As Cuba furnishes one-half of 


the sugar consumed in the United 
States, this practical wiping out 
of one of the ' principal sources of 
supply means higher prices for the 
consumer, also better demand at 
higher prices for the sugar product 
of other countries. The cheapen- 
ing of sugar by improved refining 
processes has caused an increase 
in consumption of over fifty per 
cent, in the last fifteen years. In 
1881 the sugar consumed in the 
United States amounted to forty- 
four pounds per capita, while in 
1894 the figures went up to sixty- 
four pounds per capita. An in- 
crease in price may result in a 
slight falling off in the amount of 
sugar consumed, but that will not 
amount to much. Once people 
have become acustomed to the 
daily use of an article of food, they 
will go deeper into their pocket 
books rather than give it up on ac- 
count of higher prices. 
While the 


sugar outlook is not particularly 
hopeful to the householders of the 
United States, and while it is prob- 
able that the market will be so 
manipulated that the middlemen 
will reap a greater proportion of the 
advanced prices than the raw sugar 
producer, the people of this coun- 
try may be hopeful in the truth of 
the old adage that "It's an ill wind 
that blows nobody good." 


DRAWING PINE LINES. 


The indignation of the Portu- 


guese colony has become aroused 
over a matter which to an unbiased 
onlooker seerna rather trivial. 
Al- 


though their open letter is ad- 
dressed to the editor of this paper, 
their principal grievnnce appears to 
be with the utterances of the "labor 
commissioner'' 
who answers for 


himself m another column. Since 
Portuguese are numbered among 
the contract laborers of the coun- 


try, 
it is quite natural to speak of 


them in connection with the Chi- 
nese and Japanese, hut such refer- 
ence need not bn interpreted 
to 


imply a social distinction by which 
the people of Portugal are placed 
on a par with the lower classes of 
Oriental nations. 
We can fully 


appreciate the national pride of the 
Portuguese, but it ought not to be 
carried to such an extent that these 


Eminent medical authorities o: 


the United States express the opin- 
ion that a cholera scare like that 
of 1892 need never be feared to 
recur again. They admit the pos- 
sibibility of the 
disease 
being 


brought to the country by immi- 
grants, but they put strong faith 
in the enforcement of strict sani- 
tary regulations which will pre- 
vent the disease from obtaining a 
foothold. This same confidence is 
held by the authorities of Prance, 
Germany and England, where ex- 
perience has taught that a clean 
oity supplied with plenty of whole- 
some food and water is quite free 
from danger of a cholera epidemic. 
It has been clearly demonstrated 
that cholera is essentially a disease 
of dirt and its microbes flourish 
where there is filth. The seige in 
Hamburg in 1892 taught thought- 
ful communities a lesson that will 
not SDon be forgotten. Berlin with 
its sewage farms and filtered water 
bid defiance to the disease and 
did not maintain a quarantine 
against infected Hamburg. 
When 


the latter city got time to think it 
adopted Berlin methods and ob- 
tained comparative security from 
further ravages of the disease. 


Unfortunately for Honolulu its 


cleaning up time has come a little 
late, but notwithstanding the les- 
son bids fair to be very costly, it 
will undoubtedly be one that will 
be remembered for years to come 
and sanitary regulations will be 
adopted accordingly. At the pres- 
ent time the city is undoubtedly 
more thoroughly cleansed than it 
has been for years, but it is possi- 
ble that there is still room for im- 
provement. The matter now lies 
principally in the hands of the san- 
itary inspector who should inaugu- 
rate a house cleaning campaign in 
every 
place "" that 
is 
visited. 


Burning rubbish heaps, scrubbing 
brushes and whitewash are among 
the strongest allies of the Board of 
Health just at present. The in- 
spector should be strict to a fault. 


that compares favorably with the 
degree of apathy in the past. This 
enthusiasm is a good thing and 
should not be allowed to abate in 
the least until the sink holes and 
cess pools are completely and thor- 
oughly cleansed. The good work 
that is now going on in the vicin- 
ity of the old fishmarket ought to 
be extended to the Ewa side of the 
Nuuanu stream with as little delay 
as possible. 


The filling in of this low marshy 


land was recommended some three 
years ago, but nothing was done on 
account of an^conomical streak 
which now proves to have been de- 
cidedly costly. 
As long as the 


present sanitary conditions exist 
in 
the 
vicinity 
of 
the 
wash, 


houses, just so long the country is 
harboring a condition that menaces 
the health of the entire city and 
the prosperity of the country gen- 
erally. The proposition to divert 
the Nuuanu stream so that it shall 
flow over the flats in the vicinity of 
Iwilei can hardly be looked upon 
as a sanitary measure, as more or 
less of the filth must necessarily be 
left on the flats by th'e fall of the 
tide, there to be dried by the hot 
sun and finally blown about by the 
winds. If it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that the stream must become 
polluted by sewage, every effort 
should be made to prevent the 
water flowing into stagnant pools 
or upon low marshes and mud 
flats. 
The people are anxiously 


awaiting the inauguration of this 
important branch of public works 
and the Government can act none 
too quickly. 


No BETTER demonstration of the 


charitable spirit that prevails in 
this country toward the unfortu- 
nate classes could be offered than 
the list of liberal donations made 
by Honolulu citizens for the bene- 
fit of the poorer clashes of Ha- 
waiiane. There are few, if any, 
communities of the size of Hono- 
lulu that have answered the call 
for assistance with such universal 
generosity. 
Hearty co-operation 


like this ought to effectually stamp 
out political es well as physical 
disease.

Again the sub-inspector comes 


prominently 
to the front; this 


time on account of negligence. 
As 


the strength of a chain is no greater 
than that of the weakest link, so 
the usefulness of the system of in- 
spection may be reduced to noth- 
ing on account of the lack of atten- 
tion to duty on the part of one 
sub-inspector. 
This 
individual 


must take nothing for granted, it 
matters not whose house he may 
be visiting. 
It is his duty to see 


or account for every person jn his 
district twice a day, and unless he 
bllows out the requirement to the 
.etter he is doing more harm than 
good. The Board of Health places 
Confidence in the inspectors, but if 
-his confidence proves to be mis- 
placed the Board and community 
are more at sea than ever. If each 
nspector or sub-inspector has not 
come to a full realization of hia re- 
sponsibility, it is time the negli- 


ent ones were relieved. 
As a rule 


the work of inspection has been 
performed in a remarkably thor- 
ough manner and the community 
;enerally fully appreciates the ef- 
brts of the volunteer corps. It is 
an occasional relaxation from rigid 
rules that plays the mischief. 


A 
SERIOUS smallpox epidemic 


that has broken out at Mile End, 
in London, is made doubly serious 
by the refusal of the vestry and 
guardians to make 
vaccination 


compulsory. There are from twelve 
to fourteen tbousand children in 
the district who have not been vac- 
cinated and are in danger of fall- 
ing victims to the disease simply 
because of the bull-headed idiocy of 
a class who labor under the im- 
pression that they know more than 
the most intelligent men of the 
world. 
Incidents like this impress 


one that there is still a great op- 
portunity 
for 
civilizing 
agents 


among civilized nations. 


SOME of the residents of the 


other islands who are talking about 
the "four republics" of the country 
ought to stop and think what they 
might now be saying and doing if 
they had not wandered away from 
home at just this time. Ten to 
one they would be among the first 
to put their friends in a twenty-day 
quarantine 
and 
tabu Honolulu 


freight. 
Charity toward the fears 


of people on the other islands is a 
good thing to exercise just at 
present. 


NOWADAYS men are doing all sorts of wonders 
by means of electricity, both in mechanics 
and in chemistry. I see by the papers that 
they expect to be able to produce real dia- 
monds by it. Perhaps they may; marvels 
never cease. Bat we will wait till they do 
before we crow over that job. Up to this 
time, anyway, everything that is both valu- 
able and useful is the fruit of hard work. 
Even diamonds are mostly got oat of rocky 
mines. And, within reasonable limits, it is 
Rood lot us to have to work. Ten shillings 
honestly earned is better for a man than 
twenty in shape of a legacy. 


The best condition of things for any conn- 


try wonld be when fair Wages could be 
earned straight along, without loss or de- 
duction for any reason. Bat in the present 
aspect of human affairs this is impossible. 
Whose fault it is we cannot now discuss. 


One source of loss, however, is plain 


enoujjli, and some remedy for it ought to be 
found. In England and Wales every work- 
ing man averages ten days of illness per 
year, making the total loss of wages from 
this cause about £16,000,000 a year. We are 
talking of the arsrage, you see. Bat inas- 
much as all working-men are not ill every 
year, this average does not fairly show the 
suffering and loss of those who are ill. In 
any given year many will lose no time at all, 
while others may lose individually from ten 
days to six months each. No charity, no 
savings, no income from clubs, etc., can 
make up for this—even in money alone to 
say nothing of the pain and the misery.

their cluster of tents on the Gov- 
ernment building grounds "Camp 
Wayson," in recognition of the 
kindness which Dr. D. W. Wayson 
has shown them since their em- 
ployment in the present work. 
. The Salvation Army has ceased 
holding meetings in the hall over 
John Nott's store. 
They pur- 


chased the large tent used by the 
Rev. Garvin and will spread it on 
the vacant lot corner of Beretania 
and Alakea. A number of the 
Army members'were engaged yes- 
terday in placing the frame work. 
The tent will seat several hundred 
people, and was used by Mr. Gar- 
vin before he secured Harmony 
Hall. 


The Japanese inspectors were out 


in force yesterday. A wheelbarrow 
containing three tubs of diluted 
carbolic acid was carted through 
the streets. Behind this followed 
a train of inspectors carrying small 
watering pots. Japanese houses in 
the city were visited and a supply 
of disinfectant furnished the in- 
mates. Many questions regarding 
the queer-looking outfit as it parad- 
ed through the streets were asked 
by various persons. 


Another meeting of the citizens 


of Pearl City was held in Ewa 
court house yesterday morning for 
the purpose of modifying the stand 
taken on the previous day with 
respect to allowing trains 
from 


Honolulu to go through Pearl City. 
It had been decided to allow only 
one more train to go through on 
Tuesday morning 
until further 


notice. This precaution was taken 
to assure tha people of the place of 
perfect freedom from the contamin- 
ation existing in certain parts of 
the city of Honolulu.

10. Bald superintendent, with the 


aid of bis clerks, will sort out and 
warehouse such goods and deliver a 
receipt therefore to the master of the 
vessel discharging at tbe dock. 


11. Steamers, whose crews have un- 


dergone the quarantine required by 
the Health authorities, will be allow- 
ed access to said wharf for the purpose 
of receiving freight and plantation 
supplies. 
12. Tbe consignee or owuer of goods 


stored upon said quarantined premises 
will supply tbe superintendent with a 
memorandum of such merchandise as 
be may have disposed for the ship* 
ment to plantation?, and shall further 
supply said superintendent with the 
name of the purchaser, mark and ad- 
dress, as is customary. 


13. The superintendent, with his 


aids, will thereupon make record of 
tbe transaction for account of said 
owner or consignee, and will mark 
and address such packages of supplies 
as he may have been required so to do. 
Steamer receipts for all goods placed 
on board will be taken by the superin- 
tendent and banded to tbe owner. 


14. When goods are required to be 


delivered from the Pacific Mail dock to 
the Likelike wharf, the latter wharf 
will have guards stationed around 
same to prevent shore communica- 
tion. 


15. Goods required for use in the 
city may be delivered by tbe superin- 
tendent on tbe Likelike wharf, and 
there received by owner or bis repre- 
sentative. The owner will thereupon 
receipt to a special delivery clerk in 
attendance on said Likelike wharf.

President Smith said the work 


on the wharf had already begun, 
and was nearly ready for the recep- 
tion of the men who would be em- 
ployed to work on the place. He 
thought the proposition of the 
Planters' Labor & Supply Company 
a most excellent one. 


Dr. Day thought the men who 


intended to do the work on the 
wharf should be quarantined before 
allowing them to handle freight 
from foreign vessels which would 
be landed there. It would be a 
very 
serious 
matter if cholera 


should break 
out among them 


while freight was on the wharf. 


President Smith read the follow- 


ing petition from Japanese mer 
chants of the city: 
TO THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBEBS 


OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


GENTLEMEN :—We, tbe undersigned 
Japanese merchants of Honolulu, res- 
pectfully ask tbe Board of Health to 
make sncb reasonable rules for tbe 
landing and disinfecting of freight 
from steamers coming to this port 
from Japan as shall be sufficient to 
prevent tbe introduction of disease, 
but, at tbe same time, not so stringent 
as to be practically prohibitory. 
(Signed by twenty-seven of tbe 
most prominent Japanese business 
houses of tbe city.) 


The following letter from A. G. 


M. Robertson, as attorney for the 
Japanese merchants who sent the 
petition, was read by President 
Smith: 


Referring to tbe enclosed petition, 
the merchants composing tbe Japan- 
ese Commercial Union of Hawaii beg 
to represent that the cutting off of 
Japanese supplies in which they deal 
works a great hardship on them and 
their customers, and they beg to en- 
list your assistance in their attempt to 
secure a modification of the recent 
rule adopted by tbe Board in regard to 
Japanese imports. They are anxious 
to eo operate with tbe Board in en- 
deavoring to prevent the introduction 
of disease, and are willing to submit to 
and assist in carrying out all reasona- 
ble regulations as to quarantine, fum- 
igation, etc. 
They hope tbat tbe Board may see 
its way clear to make such modifica- 
tion in its regulations as will be satis- 
factory to all concerned.

The Japanese Com. Union of Hawaii,

President Smith said he had 


called upon Consul Shimizutotalk 
on this very point. He had learned 
that the Japanese did not wish to 
convey the idea that they were 
acting in hostility to the Board of 
Health. They simply wanted to 
see if it was not poesible to make 
some arrangement by which freight 
from Japan could be landed, sub- 
ject to strict fumigation and dis- 
tributed to the various consignees 
in the city. 


President Smith informed the 


Board that the plans for the disin- 
fecting plant were nearly -com- 
pleted. 
A plant for disinfection of 


cargoes from foreign ports was one 
of the most urgent needs of the 
city. If freight from Japan could 
be brought into tbe city in an ab- 
solutely harmless condition, every- 
thing should be pushed to attain 
that result. He thought it a mat- 
ter of great difficuty to handle 
properly the 
great 
amount of 


freight which would be brought on 
steamers from Japanese ports. It 
bad been suggested by A. G. M 
Robertson 
that 
these steamers 


come and remain in port for such a 
length of time consistent with the 
complete and thorough disinfec- 
tion of the freight. 


President Smith said, in view of 


the fact that the water of the city 
bad been considered infected, the 
committee on quarantine had made 


investigation into the matter and 
had a verbal report to present. 
It 


had been suggested to make ar- 
rangements to prevent the water 
from Nuuanu stream flowing into 
the harbor. 


Dr. Day, as a member of the 


quarantine committee, said he had 
visited the grounds in the vicinity 
of the stream near its mouth yes- 
terday. 
Mud sewage and all kinds 


of filth had been emptied into the 
harbor. 
Nnuanu stream was a 


source of danger whenever an epi- 
demic would arise, the contagion of 
which is due to water. In regard 
to the nature of the present conta- 
gion, Pettenhofer had at one time 
signified his 
contempt 
of 
the 


cholera 
by 
swallowing 
water 


which 
was 
infected 
with the 


germs 
of 
the 
disease. 
He 


asserted that certain soil conditions 
were necessary to th& development 
of the germs. Dr. Day thought 
Honolulu was a very favorable spot 
for the cholera. If the harbor 
could be kept clean, it should be 
done at any price. It could be 
protected by deflecting the present 
course of the stream. It had been 
proposed to build a retaining wall 
along from a position near the old 
fishmarket to another near the rail- 
road wharf, for the purpose of turn- 
ing the water of Nuuanu stream 
over on to the flats near Iwilei. The 
water could in this manner be dis- 
tributed over a large area of shal- 
low water. A lot of valuable land 
would thus be left to the eastward. 
The committee thought such im- 
provement should be carried out in 
order to better the sanitary condi 
tion of the city. 


Dr. Day, in referring to the dis- 


infection of Nnuanu stream, saic 
tbat 54 tons of acid sulphate of 
soda had been emptied into the 
stream at different points. After 
sufficient time had been given for 
the dissemination of the disinfect- 
ant, tests were made to ascertain 
tbe amount of acid at different 
points. At King street bridge not 
enough acid was found-to turn 
litmus paper. 
Farther up the 


stream there was 
a 
sufficient 


amount to kill the fish and crabs 


L. A. Thurston said be did nol 


wish to differ from the findings oi 
the committee as suggested by Dr. 
Day. He had given a great deal ol 
attention to the matter himself, and 
was prepared to make a few re- 
marks on the subject. -There were 
two distinct branches to the report 
of the committee, the sanitary and 
the engineering. In regard to the 
first, he could not see what the 
matter of a few hundred yards dif- 
ference in the emptying place oi 
Nuuanu stream 
would benefit. 


What was there to prevent infec- 
tion just as before? There would 
be more danger from the stream by 
having it deflected in the manner 
proposed by the committee than in 
allowing it to remain as at present. 
A great many persons were in the 
habit of fishing in the Iwilei dis- 
trict, over which it was proposed to 
let the water from Nuuanu stream 
flow. Formerly quantities of fish 
and shrimps were sent to the fish- 
market from that place. It would 
be the same in the future, and to 
allow such water as flowed from 
Nuuanu stream to go to that place 
would be absolutely dangerous. In 
regard to the engineering part ol 
the plan, Mr. Kluegel, a gentleman 
well versed in engineering subjects, 
was of the opinion that water could 
hardly be made to run over the 
course proposed on account of the 
bottom of the stream being so low. 


Dr. Emerson had been with the 


committee part of tbe time, but 
was not a member. He felt a great 
deal as Mr. Thurston did abotft tbe 
matter. 
It would be well *betote 


proceeding to ascertain the relative 
salinity of the water. The water 
from Nuuanu stream would have 
to reach the harbor some time, and 
the sooner the better. By coming 
into the large body of water of the 
harbor the water from the stream 
would be cleansed. He had no de- 
cided opinion. He merely wished 
to offer a few suggestions. 


Minister Damon, speaking on the 


subject of allowing the stream to 
flow along its regular course, said 
tbe causeway built some time ago 
by the Oahu railway had interfered 
with the course. The water would 
flow naturally if it were not for the 
causeway. 


President Smith said that al- 


though the question resolved itself 
into two branches, it dealt more 
purely with the sanitary. 


L. A. Thurston believed the nat- 


ural course of the stream was as at 
present run. He could not see any 
advantage to be gained by the plan 
proposed. 


President Smith: "Your idea is, 


then, to leave it as it is?" 


L,. A. Thurston : "Yes, sir." 
Dr. Day, in speaking of the dis- 


ease germs, said there was not 
much difference in the density of 
the water in the different parts of 
the harbor. The danger was along 
the water's edge. If the water of 
the harbor could be kept «lean, 
here would not be very much 
question of checking the disease. 
This could not be sure with a con- 
taminated water's edge. He doubt- 
ed the feasibility of deflecting the 


course of the stream. The current 
would be toward Iwilei. If the 
east side was blocked up, whatever 
flowed from the stream would go to 
the west. 


Dr. Emerson thought if the plan 


to deflect the stream was carried 
out there would be many regrets in 1 
the future. 
The shoal water at , 


Iwilei would be infected. 


L. A. Thurston suggested that 


the steam dredge be set to work 
dredging out the stream as far up 
as the King street bridge. There 
would then be salt water all the 
way up. 


Dr. Wood thought very much the 


eame as 
Mr. Thurston. Water 


from the stream—if it was to flow 
into the harbor at all, should do so 
abruptly. 
Dredging operations 


could be effected as suggested by 
Mr. Thureton. This method would 
do away with the fishing which is 
carried on by tbe natives at low 
tide. The sanitary condition of the 
city would be very much improved. 


J. A. McCandless coincided with 


Dr. Wood in the matter of having 
the water of the stream flow imme- 
diately into deep salt water. It was 
dangerous . to deflect it towards 
Iwilei. 
' 


E. C. Macfarlane was of the 


opinion that the Board should con- 
fine itself to the consideration of 
the sanitary phase of the subject. 
Separate the contaminated part 
and keep the harbor clean. If the 
water of the bay becomes polluted, 
the question will be a very serious 
one. 
If the water of the stream is 


polluted, why not confine the pollu- 
tion to that alone, instead of let- 
ting it out into the bay ? 


Dr. Wood spoke of the danger of 


the stream near its mouth. There 
it becomes sluggish, and if there is 
any contamination it is bound to 
communicate itself to the water 
close at hand. The slow flow faci- 
litates mixture with salt water. 


President Smith suggested that 


another matter be taken up. 
The 


work of the Citizens Committee 
has been one of great value. Fewer 
cases were apparent. 
He thought 


he voiced the opinion of the Board 
when he said that the good work 
must go on for some time. 
It 


might be a matter of several weeks. 
There was liable to be a reaction 
at any time. Honolulu was not 
oat of the woods by any means. 
There was always a reaction after 
a severe strain, such as tbe cholera 
epidemic had been. 
If there were 


no cases for several days, it was 
very 
probable 
the 
community 


would be lulled into a false secur- 
ity. 
It should be impressed upon 


the committee that there should be 
no relaxation of vigilance. It was 
necessary to eradicate the disease 
and guard against the future. 


Dr. Wood, said tbe conditions for 


the disease on the islands were 
very favorable. The cold winters 
of the States did not exist. It was 
possible there might be a lull for a 
while. If there was a relaxation 
of vigilance a fresh epidemic might 
spring upon the city very sudden- 
ly, and all the unpleasant experi- 
ences of the past would have to be 
gone through aga'a. A great many 
persons had said tbat the present 
disease was not cholera, because it 
had not taken more hold. This 
idea simply showed ignorance of 
tbe conditions. Former history o: 
cholera developed the fact that the 
water 
supply is the source oi 


contamination from 
which 
the 


greater part of the disease springs. 
The Hamburg case was cited as 
an example. 
A number of Rus- 


sians had campe4 on a stream and 
cholera had been developed. Germs 
were communicated to the stream 
and carried to the inhabitants lower 
down. It was a whole week before 
the decision was reached that the 
disease was cholera. Eighty cases 
were found at the start. After that 
the epidemic spread with astonish 
ing rapidity. It was his opinion 
that tbe Citizens Committee should 
continue tbe good work it was 
doing. 


W. A. Kiniiey spoke of the cases 


in tbe district of Kapalama, known 
as Waipilopilo. 
Fifteen cases of 


cholera had been developed in that 
locality. There was the first big 
batch, and afterward cases had 
been strung along by ones and 
twos. Four houses in a row had 
developed cholera. He thought the 
very best thing to do was to remove 
all tbe people from the immediate 
Vicinity of the cholera infected dis- 
tricts. 


J. T. Waterhouse moved that the 


people be removed as soon as poe- 
sible. Carried unanimously. 


About fifty people from the Wai- 


pilopilo district will be removed 
ibis morning to the new house 
which has been put up by the 
lovernnaent near the cholera hos- 
pital. Here they will be made to 
indergo the usual quarantine as 
an extra precaution. 


President Smith recommended 


that the quarantine be lifted from 
several place. 


It was decided bo make tbe 


length of quarantine in the future 
nine days. 


Dr. Day said he considered five 


days sufficient. 
If the disease was 


;oing to show itself at all it would 
do BO in that time.

HONOLULU, Sept. 10, 1895. / 


SIR:—In the matter of the sending 


of the paspengers and freight from 
Honolulu to the other islands, the fol- 
lowing plan has been adopted by the 
Board of Health: 
Three committees of seven eaon 


have been appointed for the islands of 
Hawaii, Maul and Kauai respectively. 
Each member of the committee has 
been commissioned as an agent of the 
BoanJ of Health. These committees 
will be charged with the carrying out 
of the regulations of the Board, and 
have authority to take such measures 
as they deem nenessary to protect the 
public health on their several islands. 


The plan bus been suggested of quar- 


antining every port of each of those 
islands excepting one port on each 
island; say Kahulul. on Maul, Hllo 
on Hawaii and such port on Kanai as 
the committee may select. At the 
open port on each island to have a 
steamer which has been previously 
disinfected, fumigated and quaran- 
tined for a sufficient length of time, to 
be used for distributing freight and 
passengers if necessary to the various 
ports of the island, and If necessary to 
proceed to any other island which is 
not infected. 
The Koolau side of this island has 


not yet been infected, and so long as it 
remains uninfeoted rice can be taken 
from there to the other islands. 
The 
steamer Hawaii is about to take 1500 
bags of rice from there to Hawaii. 
The folio wing committees have been 


appointed:

The Clandme, which has been in 
quarantine for six days anchored out- 
side the harbor will sail tomorrow 
evening, touching first at Kabului. 
A copy of these instructions will be 
sent to each member of the committee 
for Maul, and the committee will 
meet 
and take into consideration 


what they will do in the premises. 


Before the Clandine went into quar- 
antine she was thoroughly fumigated, 
her officers and crew were all taken 
over to the quarantine Island and dis- 
infected, and their effects thoroughly 
fumigated, and then they were taken 
on board the steamer and went outside 
and anchored. The passengers went 
through the same process as the crew, 
and then went on hoard and have re- 
mained on board ever since. The only 
cargo which she has on board is rice, 
flour, hay and grain, coal and medical 
supplies. Since she has been in quar- 
antine the only communication had 
with her has been the postofflce boat, 
which 
has 
gone 
out 
twice 
daily with 
a 
mail 
which 
has 
been 
previously 
fumigated. 
To- 


morrow before sailing the port phy- 
sician, after disinfecting himself will 
go on board and make a careful ex- 
amination of the passengers and crew, 
and if all are in good health she will 
receive a permit to sail. 
At Kahulul there will be one or 


more of several courses to be pursued; 
the passengers and cargo may be al- 
lowed to be landed; or they may be 
allowed to be landed upon condition 
that they go into quarantine for such 
time as the committee shall direct; or 
In case the quarantining plan is de- 
cided upon and preparations have not 
been made, the steamer could proceed 
on to Hilo with the passengers and 
freight and upon her return discharge 
them; or if the decslon is not to allow 
them to land at all she will have to 
bring both passengers and freight 
back to Honolulu. 
I would state that unless the condi- 


tions here change very much it is prob- 
able that no more permits will be 
given to passengers to leave Hono- 
lulu for the other islands. And so 
long as the disease continues to exist 
in Honolulu no freight other than 
that which is absolutely necessary, 
and shall be recommended by the 
several committee*, will be allowed 
to be taken. 
Upon arriving at Hllo, the same 


course will be pursued. Both at Hllo 
and Kahulul no person on board the 
steamer will be allowed to land until 
the committee has arrived at a deci- 
sion 
On each of 
the islands while 


the Sheriff is the chief executive 
officer of the island, 
the 
regula- 


tions of the Board and the orders of 
the committees must be carried out 
in the manuer which the committee 
shall direct. 
We recommend that tne commit- 


tees act deliberately, and seek tbe 
advice of other citizens before arriv- 
ing at their conclusions upon all Im- 
portant poluta, that all personal or 
party feellug* be laid aside and all act 
In harmony so far as is possible. 


It la of the utmost importance that 


every reasonable precautlob be taken 
to prevent tbe Introduction of the dis- 
ease into the other islands; at the 
same time a reasonable discretion 
must be exercised. 
The steamer W. G. Hall hai been In 


quarantine for more than a week, and 


has for cargo only rice, flour, bay, grain 
and coal, and we will give her & per- 
mit to go to Kau and anchor at Puna- 
luu, there to wait until Instructions 
have been received from the commit- 
tee at Hllo. If the committee deem it 
best she may be allowed to land her 
cargo at the ports in Kau, the freight 
beini? placed on the wharf and taken 
away by the people on the shore, a 
strict guard being kept BO that the 
people on shore and the crew shall not 
mingle together. 
If the committee should decide that 


It is not advisable for her to land 
freight at Kau they may perhaps In- 
struct her to come to Hllo and dis- 
charge her freight there in quarantine, 
to be afterwards distributed from that 
point; or they may in tbelr discretion 
refuse to allow her to Hud the freight 
at all. 
Tbe James Makee, which has been 


In like quarantine for six days will be 
allowed to sail for Kauai tomorrow 
evening1 to take these advices to tbe 
committee on Kanal, as also the malls. 


We desire to receive full advices 


from tbe several committees, and to- 
gether with them to fix upon the best 
plans to be pursued. 


A copy of the official cholera bulletin 


will be mailed with this, and the 
newspapers will give information as 
to what has been occurring in Hono- 
lulu.

PLUG HORSES OANNKD. 


dinners

Particular 
About 
the 


Health of the Animals. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—-A. packing and 


slaughtering house where horse meat 
is prepared for the European market 
is one of the thriving industries here, 
being located on West Fifty-second 
street, on the north line of the Archer 
road. There 100 ring-boned and spav- 
ined horses, bought at auction for 
prices ranging from $1 to $3 a bead, 
are slaughtered and packed in barrels 
every week. A new addition to the 
slaughter house indicates that the 
business is growing. 
As tbe Dispatch correspondent ap- 


proached 
the 
building today tbe 
stench 
overpowered 
him. Every- 


thing be had experienced or dreamed 
of in vile smells dwindled into insig- 
nificance in comparison with this. 
"A little worse than usual," apolo- 
getically remarked James Hayes, who 
presided over the cauldrons. 
"You 


see our furnaces got out of order two 
or three days ago, and tbe cauldrons 
only got going today. In the mean- 
time, the meat we cooked in them 
had decayed. It is not always as bad 
as this." 
Richard Martin is proprietor of this 
place. In auswer to questions he 
said: 
"I buy the horses all round at auc- 


tion, and generally give $3 a head for 
them. They are of all ages, some 3 
years and some 30. They are all in 
poor condition, but they are healthy 
and sound. Yes, that one has an ulcer 
as big as a silver dollar on his shoul- 
der, 
but that is nothing. It came 


from pulling. I sell my horse meat 
in Europe. Have been getting three 
cents a pound for it, but now I con- 
sign it to Antwerp, and expect to get 
four cents a pound or more for it* 


"My family eat some of tbe meat, 


but we do not live on it. I would not 
know what sort of goods I was selling 
if I didn't eat some of it. All of it is 
alike, and you cook it just like* beef— 
you cook it any way. An extract 
similar to that out of which beef tea 
is made is produced from tbe necks " 
This Industry has been in operation 


about two years, and, when it is un- 
derstood that horces slaughtered there 
are emaciated and 
broken 
down 


animals, necessarily infected with dis- 
ease, it will he seen at once that tbe 
matter is one of considerable import- 
ance to humanity in general and the 
people of Chicago in particular.

ANCIKNT 


Manners and Customs of the City Re- 


vealed by rablete. 


Glimpses of family life in ancient 


Babylonia are given by the Scriptures 
from Sennacherib's palace, now in the 
British Museum. From the tablets it 
appears that tbe family and the laws 
concerning it were the foundation of 
the social system of Babylonia. Take, 
as an example, tbe relation of father 
to son. A son could repudiate his 
father by tbe paymenjb of a certain 
sum of money, but not his mother. In 
the tablets of family law it is written 
that a son who wishes to deny his 
mother should have his hair cut off 
and be banished from tbe community. 
The law relating to husband and wife 
was curious. ,If a wife should say to 
her husband, "Thou art not my hus- 
band," which was tbe Babylonian 
way of saying that she did not want 
to live with him any more, then the 
offending woman was to be thrown 
into the river. But if the husband 
wanted a divorce, it was compara- 
tively easy matter for him to obtain 
it. All he had to do was to return to 
his wife her dowry, if any, and pay 
her a certain sum of money; he was 
then a free man, and coul>1 marry 
again if he felt disposed to do so. 


The position occupied by women in 


Babylonia was very different from 
their position in the East at the pres- 
ent day. Tbe harem did not exist at 
all, and tho wife was looked upon as 
the head of the household. A woman 
could buy or sell property independ- 
ent of her husband, could enter into 
agreements or contracts and could 
possess slaves. 
In Assyria, which 


was a colony from Babylonia, the 
modern harem system was In use, and 
women, on the whole, occupied a very 
inferior position. 
That slavery existed in Babylonia 


from the earliest times there Is ample 
proof, but the power and authority of 
the owner or master were limited. A 
slave bad a definite position, and 
could not only enter into contracts 
and agreements to his own advantage, 
but could even buy and sell as well as 
possess property, and after a certain 
time could buy his freedom. The 
slaves, from some cause or other, 
seem to have come upon evil (lnys 
during the reign of Nebuchadnezzar, 
for about this time many of their 
privileges were withdrawn, and the 
custom of branding each slave with 
the name of his master came Into use 
This custom led to all sorts of disputes 
which bad to be settled at law, and a 
large number of tablets relating to 
such suits have been found. 
Educa- 


tion was common throughout Baby Io- 
nia, and schools of 
theology and 


astronomy were founded and attached 
to every temple of Importance.—New 
York Sun.

lished in the Star, has been read by 
me. I am not, at present, its editor. 


It appears to be an angry demand of 


me for an explanation of my motive, 
both 
as 
temporary editor of the 


ADVERTISER and as a member of the 
Labor Commission, in using language 
which does not class your race with 
the "white" races. 


Your letter, it is plain enough, Is 


not written for the purpose of clearing 
up any misunderstanding, but rather 
for the purpose of "making it hot" for 
me and glorify Ing yourselves. So you 
falsely state that I have been "insidi- 
ously working against any closer rela- 
tions with the United States." You 
make this statement in order to make 
me feel badly, and to show what 
dreadful antagonists you are. It quite 
justifies the reply that if the color of 
vonr skins is as black as this lie you 
"tell, the Congo nigger is very white by 
your side. If your whole body were 
compelled to pay me 10 cents for every 
dollar I have spent in the cause oi 
annexation, the whole of you would 
squeal and take to tbe woods. 
Tbe ADVERTISER, so far as I know 
anything about it, is not "an especli' 
ly favored medium of communicati 
between the Government and the 
public," as yon state it to be. This is 
another of your falsehoods. No mem- 
ber of the Government has given it, 
during my connection with It, any 
special information or privilege what- 
soever. No member of it bas, at any 
time, suggested Its policy or tried to 
control its sentiments, or made it in 
any way a special medium of commu- 
nication to the public, and at all times 
the suggestion has been very prompt- 
ly resented, that it was in any sense a 
Government "organ." 
This you 


could easily have ascertained by a 
simple inquiry from any member of 
the Government. You were not after 
tbe truth; you wanted to "warm me 
up," just as the Holomua used to 
make me delightfully warm. * 


If you bad approached the subject 
with good temper, and with au honest 
effort to get some explanation, I 
would have willingly met you, and, 
no doubt, removed any cause of irrita- 
tion. For I would have liked to show 
that as political factors here, your 
people may possibly, in tbe future, do 
better service to good civilization in 
these islands, than either Americans, 
British or Germans, and that, after 
all, the hope of tbe future here may 
be in the young men and women ol 
your race now growing up. Bat it 
will not be done by men who write 
such foolish stuff as yon have writ- 
ten. It is a pity that some of the ad- 
mirable men of your race here, who 
are justly regarded as men of high 
character, and are rated among our 
best people, could not sit down on you 
or touch you up with, a little of their 
wisdom and sense. 


If there Is any occasion here for race 


contempt, it is for the doings of my 
own, tbe American race, which could 
never rest satisfied until it forced the 
Chinese and the Japanese to trade 
with it, and now, that it feels itself 
overmatched in that trade, both in 
goods and labor, is resorting to all 
sorts of tricks to get rid of them. It 
wants their cheap labor, but don't 
want any reciprocity.

JAPAN'S NEW WARSHIPS. 


Americans Almost Certain to Secure 


Some Contract—Rivals Britain. 
LONDON, August 24 —The approach 


ng visit of the son of the Japanese 
Premier has caused a stir in ship- 
ling circles. It is reported that the 
object of bis visit, via Canada and 
;he United States, is to place con- 
tzacte for the construction of several 
Japanese ironclads and cruisers, as 
well as for a considerable supply of 
arms and ammunition. It is believed 
there may be some truth in tbe first 
portion of the report, but there are 
people who claim there can be no 
troth in the second part of it, as 
Japan is understood to have supplied 
her army with one of the best rifles 
in the world, the invention of a Jap- 
anese, and her ammunition factories 
are believed to be of the best.

some of his proposed contracts in tbe 
hands of American firms. Tbe per-

Some British yachting writers are 


now commenting in a jesting way on 
the fact that Lord Dnnraven has 
seen fit to employ two skippers to 
race the new Valkyrie. The Yacht- 
ing World says: "The Valkyrie will 
have one skipper for the starboard 
side, and another for the port." An- 
other well known British writer says: 
•'No doubt the fact that the Valkyrie 
will have two skippers will cause 
much mirth in America, because it 
was never thought necessary to do 
such a thing before." 


William Gran field is a big bodied, 


strong, but cleanly built man. Fair 
faced and blonde bearded, be has a 
enial manner, with just a twinkle in 
is left eye indicating that he knows 
bis way around. His bearing and 
demeanor suggest at once a true 
specimen of 'the Saxon seaman, and 
also a thoroughbred and well-to-do 
racing shipper. 


William Cranfield has now been 


several years with Lord Dunraven, 
having succeeded that fine old Itchen 
Ferry skipper, Tom Diaper, in the 
Valkyrie in her second season. His 
sailing of the May—George Watson's 
bonniest forty—for Mr. John Don- 
cnft, in 1886, brought him promin 
ently into notice, and made it plain 
that if ever Lemon's best deeds were 
to be emulated by one of his own 
race and name here was the man to 
accomplish the task. 


Accomplish the task he did, too, 


and the winning of twenty-eight 
prizes, worth about $5600, in the 
May; seventy-eight prizes valued at 
$16,860 in three years in the Yarana, 
and fifteen prizes representing about 
14500 in the Valkyrie in 1891, are 
quite up to anything ever done by 
anyone. 


Captain Sycamore was born in 


1856, and is what may be called a 
Colne native, his parents being na- 
tives of Rowbedge, on the banks of 
the Colne. At an early age he took 
to the sea. He was skipper of the 
well known Heathen Chinee and the 
celebrated Babe, the crack 2| ton 
boat of seasons 1890-91. The first 
season he took with her twenty-five 
prizes; second season, thirty nine, of 
which thirty six were first prizes and 
three second. 


In 1892 he took command of Ad- 


miral Montague Corsair, 40 rater, 
and that season won twenty-five 
prizes, thirteen firsts, including the 
Queen's Cup. 
The Admiral then 


built Vendetta, and with her Captain 
Sycamore 
took 
nineteen 
prizes, 


eleven firsts. Carina followed; and 
his prize list amounted to thirty-one 
prizes, including the Queen's Cup 
and twenty-four firsts. In one of 
the races at Cowes last season th 
German Emperor sailed with them 
in Carina and himself presentee 
Captain Sycamore with a handsom 
diamond scarf pin.

boilers, is to be noticed in the case o: 
the White Star Liner 
Germanic 


This steamer left Belfast in the year 
1875, to take her station on tbe 
White Star Line between Liverpool 
and New York, and from that time 
an til she was returned to her build- 
ers at the end of last year to receive 
new boilers, etc., she was regularly 
at work on the Atlantic, and made no 
less than 211 round voyages, 422 
passages across the Atlantic, or a 
distance of more than one and one 
half million statute 
miles. 
The 


original engines, after nearly 20 
years' work, have been taken out, as 
well as the boilers, and are now 
replaced by the latest type of tiiple 
expansion engines. The machinery, 
it may be taken for granted, is still 
fit for service in a meaner capacity; 
but judging from the foregoing we 
may conclude that 20 years hence 
the best machinery of the present 
day will be found old fashioned and 
unfit to compete with the improved 
machinery of the future.

A writer lu The Lutheran Quarterly 


—Ellas D. Welgle, D. D.—discusses 
tbe question of the interference of Di- 
vine Providence with epidemic dis- 
eases. A year or two ago in Philadel- 
phia a committee of citizens, Includ- 
ing a number of clergymen, united in 
an effort to devise ways and means for 
the prevention of Asiatic' cholera. 
For one thing it was suggested that 
prayer be made in tbe churches and 
by all Christian people that there 
might be a divine interposition touch- 
ing this threatened calamity. One of 
tbe clergymen objected, on the ground 
that he could not pray to God to keep 
tbe cholera away from the city wbile 
tbe people themselves failed to do 
what they could In the way of prevent- 
ing by cleansing their water supply, 
and changing the filthy condition of 
tbe streets. This event furnishes a 
theme to Dr. Ellas D. Welgle for an 
article in The Lutheran Quarterly. 
Tbe objection advanced by Philadel- 
phia clergymen, says Dr. Welgle, 
touched upon a deep and unchanging 
philosophy of prayer. He continues: 
"It is useless, aye, presumptuous, to 


pray to God to avert that which our 
negligence and indifference invite. 
God gives us our daily bread in answer 
to prayer, but He does not place it in 
our mouths. 
It is right to pray for a 
prosperous journey, but, to take it, we 
must get on tbe train and stay on 16 
till we reach our destination. If we 
should get in front of one of our rapid' 
ly moving trains disaster would over"- 
take us, however earnest our prayers 
for deliverance." 


Dr. Welgle proceeds from this to 


quote from numerous authorities to 
show how epidemic diseases originate, 
how they are propagated, and what 
means have been brought within our 
reach by scientific Investigation and 
sanitary science to prevent their rise 
and spread. Neither on tbe basis of 
good common sense, he argues, nor 
aound religions doctrine, can it be 
maintained that tbe Almighty will 
protect us from the ravages of disease 
unless we make all possible use of tbe 
preventive agencies which He baa 
brought to our bands. 
Epidemics 
can not be considered as strictly pro- 
vidential in their operations so long 
as we by our own neglect and wilful 
ignorance invite them. It would be 
very ungracious, almost blasphemous, 
to Jay the blame in any sense on 
Providence for tbe death of auy 
one who lived in such physical 
conditions as to invite the very 
diseases which 
grow and thrive 
in the midst of filth. We are remind- 
ed that in forming our conceptions of 
God's providence we must include 
such elements as permission, "hin- 
drance, direction and determination." 
We could not think, for example, of 
holding God responsible for the 
suicide so common in these days in all 
classes of society. To do so wouid.be 
not only repellent to the Christian 
sense of right and justice, but would 
border on blasphemy. 
Epidemics 
may be said to be providential in the 
sense that God overrules them and 
brings good out of them. 
In conclusion Dr. Weigle says:

All we can reasonably ex- 
pect, when an epidemic has" been self- 
imposed, is God's directive and over- 
ruling providence. But if we have 
used every possible means to avert 
such a calamity, we can claim, accord- 
ing to His own promises, His sustain- 
ing, preserving and co-operating prov- 
idence therein."—Literary Digest.

Image obtained by a siderostat is no! 
so great by about three-eights as that 
of one formed by a refractor aimed 
directly ut the> star, nebula or other 
object under examination.

aperture, 
then, will be practically lost in the 
reflection from the mirror to be em- 
ployed in the new Paris instrument. 
The light-gathering power of two re- 
fracting telescopes, equal in all other 
respects, is as tbe square of their 
diameters. 
The Yerkes lens would 
take In only 70 per cent, and the Lick 
lens only a trifle more than 56 per 
cent of the light which the proposed 
Paris object glass would. But the 
light of the latter will be bedimmedat 
least 37 per cent; so that In exchange 
for the saving in weight and machin- 
ery to handle a big tube, such as they 
have on Mount Hamilton, there will 
be a tremendous loss of illumination 
and tbe added bother of keeping the 
silvered surface of the 
siderostat 


(which is to have a diameter of eighty 
Inches) in good condition. 


The new glass la to be built under 
the auspices of the French govern- 
ment, and if it proves a success, will 
be exhibited in the Government 
Building at the Exposition of 1900.

It has -been announced that a re- 


tracting telescope is to be built for 
bhe end-of-the-century World's 'Fair 
In Paris, having an aperture of forty- 
eight inches. The Yerbes telescope, 
soon to be set up at Lake Geneva, 
Wts , for the University of Chicago, 
will have an aperture of forty Inches, 
and that of the Lick telescope (the 
argest refractor now in service in the 
world) is thirty-six. But it is pro- 
posed to have the tube of the French 
Jass immovable in a horizontal poei- 
sition, and to throw into it images of 
he heavenly bodies by means of a 
ilderostat or heliostat, a huge mirror, 
tutsiile of the observatory and adjust- 
able, so as to take a ray of light from 
a moving body and continually reflect 
"; in precisely tbe same direction, 
'he main story of this great project 
has been confirmed by Ambrose Swa- 
ey, of tbe firm of Warner & Swazey, 
f Cleveland, who make telescope 
nountings, but there are two reasons 
or doubting whether the undertaking 
will yield any better results than our 
American telescopes, if as good. 


In the first place one mustn't judge 
a glass by its size alone. Much depends 
on the quality of the material and the 
fine workmanship on it after it is 
roughly shaped to ita proper dimen- 
sions. 
Among small telescopes, for 


instance, one may find an instrument 
of three inches aperture that is worth 
more than another of four and a half. 
Although the latter would admit more 
than twice as much light, the former 
might have been corrected for color 
and roundness of image so as to allow 
the use of a higher magnifying power 
in the eyepiece. Sharpness of defini- 
tion, perfect figure, dimness of the dif- 
fraction rings seen around a star in all 
telescopes, and other optical qualities 
with which only experts are lamlliar, 
are requisite in a good instrument; 
and it is not every maker who takes 
the trouble or has the necessary skill 
to supply them. And this is particu- 
larly true in regard to large lenses. 
M. Mantois, successor to tne firm of 
Fell & Sons, Paris, has agreed to fur- 
nish the rough discs of crown and 
flint glass. He did tbe same for the 
unfinished Yerkes instrument, and 
his predecessors provided tbe raw ma- 
terial for the Lick objective. It Is 
probable that this Important part of 
the work will be well done. But the 
shaping of the discs Is the all essen- 
tial matter. This ia a task on which 
Alvan Clark'.s worm wometiraes spend 
two 
or 
three years. 
The Henry 


Brothers, of Paris, who are telescope 
makers IIH well ai aitrononiera of re- 
pute, have been invited to grind and 
flnith the proposed lenses, and they 
probably will doco, although they have 
expressed relurtance to asaumeauch a 
responsibility.
